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MODERNA, J&J COVID VACCINES TO BE OFFERED AT UPCOMING CLINICS 
 
CUMBERLAND, MD – The Allegany County Health Department will hold walk-in COVID-19 vaccination clinics at the 
Willowbrook Office Complex (12501 Willowbrook Road, Cumberland, MD) in the ground floor Community Room on 
Tuesday, July 13 from 1 to 4 p.m. and Wednesday, July 14 from 9 a.m. to noon.  Both the Moderna and Johnson & Johnson 
COVID vaccines will be offered.  Also, on Wednesday, July 14 a walk-in clinic will be held from 9 a.m. to noon at Potomac 
Fire Company #2, 61 Main Street, Westernport MD offering both Moderna and J&J COVID vaccine.  You must be 18 years of 
age or older to receive either the Moderna or J&J vaccine. 
 
The Allegany County Health Department reports that 40.0% of Allegany County residents are fully vaccinated against 
COVID-19 compared to 57.3% of Marylanders.  In fact, some Maryland counties have vaccinated 60% or more of their 
residents.   
 
"More than 28,000 Allegany County residents have been fully vaccinated against COVID-19, and the vaccine is highly 
effective at preventing infection, hospitalization, and death. Still, our county is lagging behind the State vaccination rate, 
especially among young people,” said Allegany County Health Officer Jenelle Mayer. "We encourage everyone to make it a 
priority to get your COVID-19 vaccination.  If you have questions about the vaccine, seek advice from trusted sources such 
as your doctor, your pharmacist, or your child's pediatrician."
